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NAZIS IN AUSTRIA 
Less than three week s after the Aus- 
tro-German conciliation agreement 
was 
reached, it 
is 
undergoing 
a 
strenuous 
strain. 
One of its prov isions was an out­ 
lawing of Nazi agitation in Austria, while 
leav ing the way open to peaceful activ i­ 
ties. 
The carrying of the Olympic torch 
through Vienna prov ed the occasion for 
an extensiv e Nazi demonstration, 
how­ 
ev er, in which cries of “Heil Hitler’’ and 
the singing of the 
Nazi 
anthem 
were 
heard. 
Police used clubs to break up the 
disturbance. 
Now the Austrian gov ern­ 
ment has canceled part of the amnesty 
to political offenders which it had grant­ 
ed a week before, in accordance with an­ 
other prov ision of the pact. 
The episode, according to the Post- 
Dispatch of St. Louis, shows the extent 
to which the Nazis are seek ing to create 
political capital of so non-political and 
international an ev ent as the Olympic 
games. 
The Austrian Nazis k new the 
terms of the agreement, yet they chose 
to v iolate it to mak e a party demonstra­ 
tion for the athletic ev ent. 
It is doubt­ 
less true that Hitler had no hand in the 
incident. Howev er, he has so ini lamed 
these followers of 
his 
that 
ev en 
his 
agreement to a truce does not restrain 
them. 
The Austrian gov ernment accepted the 
truce at its face v alue. 
Its. present dras­ 
tic action means that, while the Nazis 
are granted civ il rights, Austria does not 
intend, at least not now, to surrender to 
them.

A LUXURY IN ITALY 
From the Detroit Free Press 
Although the population of the L nited 
States is only about three times as large 1 


as that of Italy, Americans own 66 times 
as many motor v ehicles as Italians do. 
A trav eler recently returned from Italy 
cities some of the reasons why automo­ 
biles are so rare in that country. 
Automobile owners, for example are 
taxed some $400 simply for the priv ilege 
of ownership. 
They hav e to pay 20 cents a quart, or 
80 cents a gallon for gasoline. 
After that says this informant: 
The car must pass official inspection 
and gov ernment safety tests. 
A driv er 
must obtain a certificate of good conduct, 
be able to read and write and pass a 
medical examination to prov e good health 
and nonsusceptibility to 
fits, 
dizziness, 
etc. 
He must pass a practical road test, 
and exhabit a k nowledge of automotiv e 
mechanics. 
He must pass an examination 
on traffic regulations. 
Finally, he must 
obtain a certificate from the police stat­ 
ing he has no criminal record.” 
As the prospectiv e driv er must dig into 
his own pock et to pay for most of the 
tests and certificates, these items, added 
to the 8400 tax and 80 cents a gallon for 
gasoline, amount to a total outlay which 
must hav e a discouraging effect upon 
many would-be motorists. 
At the same time the tests and certi­ 
ficates, while diminishing the demand for 
c ais, at ford protection to driv ers them­ 
selv es and to ev eryone else they meet on 
the road.

SOBER REMINDER 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh’s speech on 
av iation in Berlin was a sobering remind­ 
er of the tact that the race acquires tre­ 
mendous new responsibilities ev ery time 
it mak es a conquest ov er the realm of 
inanimate matter. 
It inv ents the airplane and frees itself 
from the old 
limitations 
of 
time 
and 
space in a way that people of an earlier 
generation could not hav e dreamed of. 
But at the same time this new inv ention 
increases to 
an 
appalling 
degree, 
the 
race s 
power for sheer destruction, 
it 
changes the whole character of war and. 
as Colonel Lindbergh 
points out, does 
away with defense. 
“As I trav el ov er Europe.” said Colonel 
Lindbergh, “I am more than ev er im­ 
pressed with the seriousness of the situa­ 
tion which confronts us. 
When I >ee that 
within a day or two damage can be done 
which no time can ev er replace, I begin 
to realize that we must look for a new 
type of security.” 
All of which is to say that a new ad­ 
v ance in Hie mechanical arts, a dev ice 
lik e the airplane for instance, is a double- 
edged tool, the Springfield Leader and 
Press states. 
It can be used both ways— 
to mak e it easier for the races of men to 
get along together 
on 
this 
troubled 
planet, or to mak e it harder. 
And unless we get so that we can dis­ 
play as much wisdom in using new tools 
of this k ind as we did in dev ising them, 
we are v ery apt to rue the day that we 
ev er heard of them. 
Colonel Lindbergh’s own career is a 
case in point. 
W hen he flew alone from 
New York to Paris he gav e us one of the 
most spiritually uplifting experiences of 
the century. 
1 here was something about that ex­ 
ploit which made eternally v isible the tri­ 
umph of the dauntless spirit of man ov er 
a hostile env ironment; as his silv ery plane 
circled ov er Paris in the dusk , all of us 
shared in that triumph and were uplifted. 
But you need only turn that filght of 
his inside out to get a clear picture of 
the sort ot thing he was talk ing about in 
Berlin the other day. 
Suppose there is a war. 
Ov er the sea 
come other planes— whole 
flights 
and 
squadrons of them, this time, with swol­ 
len egg sacs of bombs in their bellies. 
Each plane is flown with all the sk ill and 
indiv idual brav ery 
of 
that 
first 
lone 
flight; but when they circle ov er Paris— 
or London, or New York , or Berlin—at 
the end, they prov ide no uplift of spifit 
for anyone. 
Instead, they bring down death and de­ 
struction. 
As Colonel Lindbergh says, in 
a few moments they destroy things that 
can nev er be replaced. 
And the sunlight 
that glints on their wings signalizes the 
folly of a race which has the mechanical 
sk ill to commit hari-k ari and lack s the 
sense to refrain from doing it. 
Both of these flights come out of the 
same egg. 
The 
Wright 
brothers 
be­ 
queathed them to us when they took 
their silk -and-bamboo crate into the air 
at Kitty Hawk . 
As Colonel Lindbergh 
says, our only security henceforth lies in 
intelligence. 
Unless we can bring to the use of air­ 
planes the same intelligence that went 
into the inv enting 
and 
perfecting of 
them, we face a dark future.
